been made of wood, as their places are 
now raijpty. The notches and IK-KS iu 
the key, however, show tliat there wore 
corresponding pegs imd bars hi the lock 
at one time. The great lateral iron bars 
at the end of the key, with their com- 
plicated series of notches, crossbars, 
bumps, etc., are proof that the lock was 
ccce similarly provided. This being the 
case, it is reasonable to suppose that at 
one time tho door to tliat palaco could 
not have been opened until the key hnd 
been inserted and the impediment to 
the drawing back of the bolt removed 
by raising tip go many bars and pins 
•which had fallen down into their places 
upon the key having been withdrawn. 
Similar locks and keys were iu use in 
Egypt 5,000 years ago. — St. Louis Ke- 
ttnblic.

used the snake habit of creeping through 
any aperture which it can find, in the 
-wall of. its cage to rid itself of the 
growth over the eya He clre-w back the 
iron shutter which separates one com- 
partment from the other, leaving a nar- 
row space open. The cobra soon discov- 
ered this, aad pushed its nose into the 
crack. This -was slightly -widened, and 
the snake squeezed through, rubbing off 
one of the scales as it did so. 
It was 


then induced to go back by the vay it 
had coine, an-1 -tf ter this had been re- 
peated once or twice it cleared the scale 
from the other eye. 
Since then it has 


cast its skin completely and its eyes are 
apparently none the worse for its tem- 
porary blindness. Smikes naturally drag 
themselves throcgh rough grass and 
holes to get rid of the old skin which 
clings to them.—London JPtiblic Opin- 
ion.

The Wilmington was owned by Thom- 
as Fitch, Captain William Brown and 
George Fitch, all of this city, and was 
officered as follows: William Brown, 
captain; Thomas Gager, first mate, and 
George Fitch, second mate. In addition 
to these were a cook, a colored steward 
and four able seamen. 


Fairly clear from the harbor, the 


coarse was laid for Cape Town, and she 
made the run ill 53 day^, remarkably 
good rnnuiug for any craft. 
Bnt for 


this little, .vhcvm.T tha ran was consid- 
ered uiarveloas. 


The rest of the Ftory is best told by 


George G. Fitch. He said: "We ran in- 
to Capo Town and traded for about two 
weeks or ten days, and had fair success. 
Then wo rail tip to Ange point, on the 
island of Java, and traded at tho Dutch 
settlements for a week or so, and from 
there wo ran np to Bataviu, which was 
qtute a large city, and did very well 
thciv. After laying there for a short 
time, as long as the natives would 
trad", we sailed for Hongkong.

us, though there were lots of pirates all 
around thorp, but they never cioleffd 
us. 
We watched them pretty closely,
